Reporters roving from

are finding this out. Each place they 
go they are met with the same ques­ 
tions: “When is the st like going to 
end?” 
No one knows the answer. 
But it 
takes no great discernment to realize 
that the average working man in the 
businesses other than steel will give 
st sigh of relief when industrial peace 
is restored* 
The small city merchant, the hotel 
owner, the 
motion 
picture theatre 
owner, the grocer, the barber and the 
little 
business 
men 
generally 
are 
weary of it all. In the towns most di­ 
rectly hit by the strike they are feel­ 
ing the “pinch.” 
Newspapers all over 
the affected 
area are tired of headlining strike 
news but they can’t escape it. 
The residents of such communities 
as Warren, Ohio, and Johnstown, Pa., 
accepted 
the 
presence 
of 
National 
Ona rd troops, called out to preserve 
law and order, with resignation. But 
it was very easy lo see they didn’t like* 
it. 
There is great civic pride in War­ 
ren, a typical American small city, and 
Johnstown, a city which 
has 
gone 
through- the natives tell you—the de­ 
pression, a disastrous Hood and now 
the strike. 
Johnstown, a “steel city,” dependent 
on Bethlehem Steel Company payrolls 
for its prosperity, squirms under the 
long duration of tin* strike. The same 
is trite of this attractive city of 45,000 
whose principal industry is Republic 
Steel. 
This city, under a modified form of 
martial law, today presented an ap­ 
pearance not much different from the 
average 45,000-population 
city. 
The 
people go about their business, appar­ 
ently "as usual”- women visiting in 
the stores, traveling men making their 
rounds, 
Rotary 
and 
Kiwanis 
clubs 
holding their meetings. 
But over tin' town* as is the ease 
elsewhere, the sceptre of the strike 
hangs gloomily. Business will not Im* 
right until the strike is ended. 
You 
hear it discussed everywhere. 
Tin* 
people talk of John L. Lewis and his 
C l ()., and of Tom Girdler, and they 
debate pro and con who is going to 
come out on top. But the uppermost 
hope of tin' average citizen is that 
somehow, some way the s t r i k e will be 
speedily settled. 
National 
Guard 
officers, 
both 
in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
have 
been 
operating in as unobtrusive a manner 
as p os s ib le . Tin re lins been no mili­ 
tary flair, no blatant display. The mi­ 
litia has kept more or less in the back­ 
ground yet n ev er' the less ready at a 
moment’.; n o t i c e to co-operate with the 
civil authorities in any emergency that 
might arise. 
The situation in Warren today was

with

handling minor violations. Part of the 
militia patrolled the environs of the 
Republic plant 
and 
the 
rest wore 
quartered at the armory and in Amer­ 
ican Legion Vuditorium.

The Steel Strike 


Tramp of 
marching 
men 
— men 
marching back to their jobs — grew 
ever louder today in the Ohio sector of 
the steel strike Soot black clouds gen­ 
erated 
by newly-fired furnaces and 
symbolizing steady expansion of oper­ 
ations hung low over the Mahoning 
Valley. 
Union leaders bitterly disputed that 
the strike in “ little steel” had been 
broken by defection within their own 
ranks, whereby the group of non­ 
strikers B lipped quietly through the 
mill gates under the protection of a rm ­ 
ed militia men. Not more than l.ehO 
workers had returned this morning, 
they claimed. 
Mill spokesmen were jubilant. More 
than 5,OOO employee's, they said, have 
marched back into the Valley plants of 
Republic Steel and Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube. 
Increases in the number of returning 
workers was attributed on all sides to 
Governor Martin L. Davies’ order that 
Ohio National Guardsmen protect all 
mill hands who went to work. From 
the CIO leaders came belligerent de­ 
nunciation of the Governor’s action as 
an attempt to “ break” the strike. 
Today the situation was quiet botlt 
in youngstown ami Johnstown. At the 
latter city, preparations were 
b ei n g 
pushed to re-open the giant plant of 
Bethlehem steel, closed last week by 
martial law which now has been lifted. 
Tentative re-opening has been set for 
Monday.

E. Anderson, factory manager of The 
Art Tile Company, Morrisville, told of 
the manufacture of tile. 
Mr. Anderson’s address in full fol­ 
lows: 
In this brief talk on tile I arn going 
to consider it in the sense of decorative 
floor and wall tile and not in the sense 
of any cruder clay tiles such as roofing 
tile. 
T h e r e are as already mentioned two 
distinct classes of tile 
as 
to 
use: 
namely, floor tile and wall tile. This 
distinction, however, is rapidly dis­ 
appearing since both are used today 
interchangeably. For example, in the 
Chrysler Building In New York, the 
floors and wainscots are Inn Ii being 
installed with floor tile. On the other 
hand, glazed wall tiles a r e used also 
on floors in order to get the proper 
color harmony with the walls. 
Now let us turn to the historical 
side of tile and see where and when it 
originated. 
In Egypt, in the pre-historic age, 
glazing went together with the work­ 
ing of copper ores and probably acci 
dental slags in the smelting gave the 
first idea of using g l a z e intentionally. 
The development of glazing at the lie- 
ginning of the Dynasties about 3,3(M) 
B. C., was quite rapid. I^arge tiles 12” 
square were glazed all over and used 
to line the walls of rooms, being held 
in place by deep dove tails and ties of 
copper wires.
